Attaching north of Bazentin le-Petit, 
British infantry stormed German p • 
sition.s in High Wood, a section of 
the Foureaux Wood, and held their 
ground against obstinate counter at 
tacks. 
On other parts of the front a violent 
artillery duel is raging, the Germane 
shelling particularly!}’ various parts 
of the line between the An* re and the 
Somme, according to the British stale 
ment. the text of which reads: 
“The enemy's artillery was aetivf 
during

areas on and behind the front between 
the Ancre anti the Somme.

further progress was made by us ai 
High wood. 
‘‘Northeast of Arras the enemy, ap 
parently alarmed by one of our pa 
trois, opened a heavy bombardment 
which lasted fourteen minutes.

This is the second advance made by 
the British troops on the Somme river 
battle line in two days, the other vie 
tory being scored In the neighborhood 
of Boiieres.
